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Brazil’s Importance 

Few people in this country realize the great 
contribution, both immediate and potential, 
which Brazil can make to the cause of the 
Allied Nations.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
MAY BE TURNING POINT WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.— 


Naval authorities agree that | 
what is happening in the Solomons may yet prove to be the turning | 
point in the war in the Pacific. | 

Not that the Solomons are that important within themselves. | 
They are not. But the Japanese, with their | 
peculiar mentality, seem determined to make 
them so. | 

It is a military trait long recognized in | 
the Japanese that they have a stubborn un- 
willingness to accept defeat in any form. It 
involves a loss of face which looms up so large 
in the Oriental mind. Occidental: psychology 
is of a different cast. 

By way of contrast, we did not regard the 
loss of Wake Island, the first of our possessions 
to fall to the Japs, so grievously that we were 
hell-bent to take it back at the first oppor- 
tunity. We expect to ultimately, yes; but other 
things are more important before we get around 
to chasing the Japs out of there. 


CAN’T STAND DEFEAT Not being able 


to stand defeat, 

the Japs seem to be out to recapture the Solo- 

mons at all costs. First they sent a counter- 

invasion force to undo the damage the Marines had done. We 

wiped out this force to the man. Now they are evidently moving 

back again with fleet units that may provide the setting for the 
biggest naval battle yet fought in the Pacific. 

It is inconceivable, of course, that our own naval heads have 
not anticipated this and dispatched enough of our fleet to the 
scene to meet the situation. What has happened so far indicates 
that we are prepared for any counter move the Japs may make. 

But in their exasperation to retrieve lost ground—save face— 
the mentally deficient Tokyo military heads may gamble on send- 
ing a major portfOn of their navy into open combat with us. In 
that case the decisive battle of the Pacific may be fought around 
the Solomons. Naval skirmishes in the region thus far have pointed 
in this direction. 


LURING JAP FLEET I¢t has long been the contention of our 


admirals that any war with Japan 
would be short-lived if we could only entice their fleet into an 
open engagement. Our admirals placed that much stock in the 
superiority of American vessels, manpower, and greater accuracy 
of gunfire. 

All of this was based on the assumption that any war between 
the United States and Japan would find us free to use our entire 
fleet in the Pacific. The events of Pearl Harbor and immediately 
subsequent thereto forced a different appraisal of our strength. 
Germany declared war on us, which left us in the position of fight- 
ing a two-ocean war with a one-ocean Navy. : 

The losses we suffered at Pearl Harbor also put a definite crimp 
in our activities in the Pacific. Even before Pearl Harbor the Japs 
held an edge over us in sea power in the Pacific because of the

And equally important, we now have built up our 
air force to meet anything they have to offer. | 

All of these factors have the ingredients of a major naval battle 
in the making. It is bound to come sooner or later. The longer 
the Japs put it off the greater will be our advantage because of | 
the increasing number of ships coming off the ways. Competent 
naval heads think that events in the Solomons during the past few 
weeks are bringing matters to an issue there. It will bear close 
watching for a _ while.

To one group, religion is a pleasant mental intoxicant—not the 
heady intoxicant of the Whirling Dervish and the berserk Moro, 
but a gentle intoxicant, like a mellow wine that warms the heart 
and gives a rosy tint to the world. When these are washed and 
perfumed and dressed in their finest, conscious of respectability 
and style, they can sit in a house of worship and enjoy a feeling 
of holiness that is like a sensual self-indulgence. They get a 
pleasant glow of righteousness that lasts all day. They are heaven- 
ward bound on a free pass, and they are nice people, carefully 
insulated against a naughty world and its unpleasant problems. 

To the other group. religion is a challenge and a militant call 
to duty. It is not only a pattern to live by, but a job to work at. 
It is not pop, but solid meat that a man can get his teeth in. It 
is a light that guides, and a fire that warms, but more than any- 
thing else, it is a dedication to service. It requires all that a man 
can give. It takes courage and tolerance and complete unselfish- 
ness. It requires the absolute conviction that keeps the spirit 
unbroken and undismayed through all adversity. 

It is this group that goes crusading; that carries the Gospel 
around the earth, over deserts and through jungles; that endures 
humiliation and danger, and faces death itself without thought of 
quitting; that builds hospitals and schools and homes for the 
orphans and the helpless; that marches with soldiers to cheer the 
troubled and attend the sick and dying.

Book on Verderys of Georgia

XVI, in the parliaments and courts of the Province of Guienne. 
The book, complete in detail and in historical references, is a 
cage aly history of the American descendants of Jean Jacques 
de Verder 

The authoress, petite, dainty and imbued with the inborn 

acteristics of an aristocrat, which are hers by right of inher- 
itance, Is a at sister of Miss Eva Hampton Prather, who also 
bears simula distinctive qualities. They are the daughters of the 

: — —— late Mr. and Mrs. John Pra- 
ther, and the fly leaf of the 
book bears the following, dedi- 
cation by Emily Prather: “To 
my mother, Susan Verdery Pra- 
ther, a woman of unusual cour- 
age and force of character, cul- 
tured, an accomplished pianist, 
a sweet-voiced singer, possess- 
ing poise, social affability and 
charm, and above ell else, a 
devoted lover of every member 
of her dear Verdery family.” 
It is noted in the book that the 
word Verdery means “Verdeer,” 
or marshal of Royal Forest. In 
the 12th and 13th centuries, the 
| Verderys were knights of the 
'.court of Raymond VII, of Tou- 
louise. Their ancestral home, 
La Place de Mandoss, was near 
his capital in Lanquedoc. 

Emily Prather, the authoress, 
has lifted her literary efforts 
out of the cut and dried factual 
writing so often predominant in 
genealogical books. The open- 
ing chapter entitled “Mathurin 
Marechal de Verdery Comes to 
the U. S.,” gives an absorbing 
and engaging account of the ar- 
rival of de Verdery in Charles- 
ton in 1794; his marriage to his 
boyhood sweetheart, Adelaide 
Pavageau, who also had come to 
Charleston to live, and their 
subsequent move to Augusta, 
Ga., where their plantation was 
known as La Bagatelle. Their 
home was a large colonial house 
surrounded with gardens, 
groves and cultivated fields. 
There is also a pjece on de 
Veraery’s cscs lel tion as an 
American citizen in 1805 in 
Richmond county. — 

The book “picks up” charac- 
ters with each chapter, and the 
author’s descriptive; style gives 
each ancestor and each genera- 
tion a definite place in the pass- 
ing years. The book is further 
like a novel in that it records 
the birth, marriages and deaths 
of the seven generations of the 
Verdery family in the U. S. A. 
Miss Prather is modest in the 
description of her own imme- 
diate family. However, she 
writes fluently about her moth- 
er, and the latter’s contributions 
to education and to the cultural 
hfe of Atlanta. She also touches 
upon the establishment of Mrs, 
Prather’s School] for Girls, 
which opened in Atlanta in the 
fall of 1892. 

The Verderys played a promi- 
nent part in the War Between 
the States, which is described 
in the book. They also figured 
in the Reconstruction era, in 
peacetime, and in World War I. 

The importance and value of 
the book is further emphasized 
in that Emily Prather has re- 
ceived notice from the Library 
of Congress in Washington that 
she willgbe be sent cards, which 
in turn may be issued to an- 
nounce the publication of the 
book!
